But Rejects 1941 
Bus Fares To Meet 
Expenses Of 1953 


Greyhound would welcome re­ 
sumption of discussion» with com­ 
muters regarding bus fare increases 
— but not if commuters expect to 
pay only 1841 fares while the com­ 
pany meets 1953 costs, 
That was Greyhound’s reply, made 
public today, to a suggestion from 
Presklent Leigh Athe&ra of the 
Marin Federation of Commuter 
clubs that rate increases be limited 
to BA per cent. 
“Greyhound appreciated your ef­ 
forts in securing the reduction in 
Golden Gate bridge tolls on Pacific 
Greyhound Line’s buses . .

“Your desire to take a fresh start in 
our discussions regarding Marin 
county commutation rates is wel­ 
come . . . 
wrote Greyhound Vice 
President ML C. Frailey to Atheam. 
“However," Frailey added, "I can­ 
not agree to the premises on which 
you approach this matter" 
NOT THE CASE 
"You assume that Greyhound is 
content to from now on sustain a 
loss in its Marin operations of ap­ 
proximately $158,800 per year . . . 
This is not the case. 
“You also assume that Greyhound 
acquiesces in ♦ le theory that other 
areas of its system are to support 
depressed commutation lares in Ma­ 
rin county. There is no legal require­ 
ment, and surely no equitable com­ 
pulsion, to require Greyhound to 
maintain commutation fares in 
Marin county at 1841 levels. Grey­ 
hound is faced with 1853 costs— 
not 1841 costs,” wrote Frailey. 
The bus company executive left 
the welcome mat out to commuters 
for further discussions, however, 
with the comment, "I hope that 
through friendly and constructive 
discussion, we can arrive at some 
equitable solution of Marin county 
commutation rates, thus avoiding an 
extended and costly controversy. I 
am of the opinion that such proce­ 
dure will be in the interest of Marin 
county, Marin commuters and Grey­ 
hound alike."

Expected 'Avalanche' Of Pupils 


(Note: Here is another artick 
of a series written for Public 
Schools week by Marin school 
adiministrators.)

The time is coming rapidly when 
all Califcftrúa s institutions of higher 
teaming must be prepared to accept 
and train a vastly increased num­ 
ber of students. It is estimated that 
the population of the state is grow­ 
ing by approximately 1800 persons 
a day, many of whom are children 
of school age who will be ready for 
college Sochi or who are now ready 
to enter a collegiate institution. 
Besides this population increase 
as a source of present and future 
students, there is an avalanche of 
youth steadily and certainly matur­ 
ing in the direction of the colleges. 
These were ti» infants of 10 to 15 
years ago when our national birth 
rate showed such a sharp increase, 
but they are infants no longer. They 
have already burst the seams of our 
elementary schools and compelled 
us to provide more and larger high 
schools to accommodate them. In 
tiro or throe years we at the Col­ 
lage of Marin will „agin to feel the 
pressure and within five years we 
may see our present enrollment 
doubled. 
U.C. LOOTS 
Dr Raymond B. Allen. Chancellor 
of the University of California at 
Loe Angela, said to a radio address 


the other day, “Our polio*. which 
has been accepted by the Regents, 
is to limit the student body at UCLA 
and Berkeley to 20,000 students each. 
I suppose the question of whether 
this limitation can be maintained 
depends upon the ability of the 
state colleges and junior colleges 
and private colleges to absorb the 
other students who want higher 
education.” 
The junior colleges are going to 
have to accept than. There is a 
legal as well as a moral responsibil­ 
ity, and students eligible for college 
education cannot be denied by toe 
Junior colleges, while the universi­ 
ties by raising entrance 
require- 
sment are already going a long way, 
and will go much farther, in com­ 
pelling students to seek college 
training at institutions not under 
university control. 
This challenge, staggering as it is 
in prospect, is being recognized by 
the board of trustees of the College 
of Marin. A master plan for campus 
development is already in existence 
ami is bring carried out as rapidly 
as conditions demand so that there 
will be no sudden and hasty tem­ 
porizing when toe avalanche hits. 
C. OF M. ACCREDITED 
Thought for the future is not con­ 
cerned alone with physical plant and 
equipment. There is constant cur­ 
riculum revision to adjust to chang­ 
ing conditions and comnmnttir de - 
aoancLs and the most recent step, 
one that must prove beneficial in 
many ways, is accreditation of the 


College of Marin by the Western 
College Association. 
When public junior colleges be­ 
gan to appear throughout the state 
there was no need for formal ac­ 
creditation because 
the state de­ 
partment of education and the large 
California universities granted them 
full recognition without question. 
But junior colleges are peculiarly 
a California institution, compara­ 
tively unknown outside toe state, 
and the question often arises when 
a student seeks to transfer to an 
eastern college, “What is a junior 
college? Do units earned there have 
an equivalent value in our own 
terms?” 
Particularly such questions have 
arisen in various relations with the 
armed forces with respect to of­ 
ficer selection and training 
and 
with respect to authorizing college 
education oL their personnel after 
separation from the service. Accord­ 
ingly, two years ago the Junior Col­ 
lege Association of toe state decid­ 
er that its member colleges should 
seek accreditation that would be 
recognized nationally. 
In response to its 
application, 
supported by factual data of* all 
aorta, the College of Marin is now 
fully accredited. 
This status was 
granted on the basis of the college’s 
recognized educational standards, 
the basic philosophy of Its curricula, 
its administrative policies, the qual­ 
ity of its teaching personnel and its 
flexibility in adapting itself to com­ 
munity' demands,

Dollar Parking 


Ticket Can 


Grow To $15 


The next time you find a parking 
meter ticket on your car, don’t 
ignore it or lose it because you may 
discover that a minor $1 fine has 
grown to $15. 
That’s what Municipal Judge 
Richard M Sims warns in view of 
the increasing number of drivers 
who seem to “forget” to pay toe 
small fines. 
But the traffic department of the 
municipal court keeps tab on each 
$1 fine for a meter violation ami $3 
fine for overtime parking and meter 
violation. 
Drivers have six days to pay for 
the violation or explain why they 
think the citation was unjustly pre­ 
sented. After those six days, the job 
to bring the driver into court be­ 
comes more difficult and the fines 
increase. 


RISING SCALE 
Recently, clerks referred a list of 
308 autos cited in Marin to the state 
department of vehicles in Sacra­ 
mento to check registrations. 
When the registered owner of a 
vehicle is known, a notice is sent 
informing him of the delinquent 
payment of the citation—but now 
the fine has gone up from $3 to $5, 
depending on the violation. 
However, when records in Sacra­ 
mento must be checked to learn the 
owner of the auto, then the same 
fine advances from to to $8 on the 
first notice. 
Sometimes a second “announce­ 
ment” is necessary before drivers 
find time to talk about the ticket 
By this time they’ll have to pay 
from $5 to $10. 
As a final step, a warrant may be 
issued causing the driver to dig 
deep into his wallet and pay from 
$10 to $15 for a violation which or­ 
iginally would have cost just $1. 


New Water 
Tank For 
Santa Venetia 


Directors of Marin Municipal Wa­ 
ter district are due to open bids to­ 
night for the construction of a con­ 
crete foundation for a 280,000 gallon 
water tank in the Santa Venetia 
area. 
“We’re serving about 800 homes 
and apartments in that area,” Gen­ 
eral Manager James Peters said, 
“and we just need some storage fa­ 
cilities in case of an emergency and 
for busy periods.” 
The tank will be built at a cost 
of 16,000 on a hill overlooking toe 
former Santa Venetia airport. 
Water users will not be charged 
for the construction ot the tank 
“because it was included in the 
$4,000,000 bond issue approved in 
1949,” Peters said. 
He said construction may start 
early next month and be complet­ 
ed within six weeks. The district has 
about 50 similar storage tanks in 
Marin.

Bryant, who has 25 investigators 
now, said he is acting immediately 
to recruit 36 more. His office said 
a decision will be made in a day or 
so where the anti-fraud teams wffl 
begin their alidits. 
Hiram W. Johnson III of Baa 
Francisco, a former membei of the 
department’s policy-makina board, 
demanded Bryant’s ouster in a 
letter Monday to Assemblyman 
Harold K. Levering <R-Lo>s Ange­ 
les». He recommended that the de­ 
partment shift its emphasis from 
insurance paying to job finding. 
Asked for comment. Levering, a 
member , of the Assembly subcom­ 
mittee which investigated chiseling* 
toki a reporter that if he had any­ 
thing to say about it, Bryant would 
have been fired long ago. However, 
he added, “That's the prerogative 
of the governor and not the Legi­ 
slature.’’

Power— Leake 


Strongly advocating the separa­ 
tion of the administration of tax 
and liquor laws, now the responsi­ 
bility of the State Board of Equal­ 
ization, Paul R. Leake, Woodland 
editor ami member of the board 
from the third district, comprising 
25 counties in the northern part of 
California, last night addressed the 
annual meetir* of the Lake County 
Chamber of Commerce at Middle­ 
town. 
“It is not good for the people, 
for any board to be so powerful,” 
said Leakq. 
“Originally the board was estab­ 
lished to equalize tax assessments 
over the state,” he continued. “Later 
it had wished upon it, the duty of 
administering the sales and other 
taxes—and finally the responsibility 
for enforcing the Beverage Control 
Act. . . . We can’t do justice* to the 
job.” 
Leake expressed the hope that the 
Legislators will definitely act upon 
the proposal to give the people the 
right to vote on an amendment 
taking liquor control away from the 
board and placing it in a separate 
body to be appointed by the Gover­ 
nor, subject to confirmation by the 
Senate. 
“It might be practical and eco­ 
nomical to establish a new selup 
that would reduce the membership 
of the present five-man Board of 
Equalization and also restrict a new 
liquor commission to a three-man 
board at the most,” suggested Leake. 
“Appointive boards rather than 
elective,” he added, “are less sub­ 
ject to political influence and cor­ 
ruption and attract better qualified 
citizens to public office.” 


Leake described the problem as 
“tremendously urgent.” He said he 
believes that “a more practical and 
sensible method of administering 
our tax and liquor laws might be 
effected—and at a substantial sav­ 
ing to taxpayers ” 
“The Board,” he insisted, “should 
be relieved of the incompatible and 
irreconcilable duties it now has as 
both a tax and liquor administrative 
agency.” 
‘What setup could be more mis­ 
matched and* inharmonious than 
the one existing today?” he asked, 


“What setup could be more ex­ 
posed to contamination and graft?”

This summer Marin Music Chest becomes of 
age. 
It was just 2! years ago when Nelson Eddy, 
Tito Schipa and the San Francisco Symphony 
Orchestra under direction of Bernardino Mo- 
linari, gave the first concerts before the mem­ 
bership of the infant Music Chest.

American Author 
Turns To Reds 


The Russians are making a great to-dd about 
the return to East Germany of Stefan Heym, 
noted author, long resident in America. He 
was a naturalized American dtizen and had 
fought as a U. S. soldier (rising to become an 
Army lieutenant), winning a Bronze Star in 
the Battle of the Bulge. 


He was born in 1913 in Chemnitz, now in 
Eastern (Russia controlled) Germany, and left 
the U. S. for France three vears ago. Now he is 
behind the Iron Curtain, after surprisingly 
harsh words about the U. S., which was quite 
nice about his books, such as “The Eyes of 
Reason," “Hostages," “The Crusaders," and 
“Of Smiting Peace." 


“The warlike and fascistic policy of the pres­ 
ent American government," he asserted after 
going under the Soviet banner, “makes it im­ 
possible for an honest man to be an author in 
America and publish his works there." Under • 
Russian influences in East Germany, he said 
he now hopes to find those “personal rights" 
lacking in the United States. 


W ithout doubt there is more to this than 


meets the eve or the amazed ear. Sentimental 


appeal for his birthplace may have drawn Heym 


back there; the Russians may have promised 


him the moon and he beticvCtl them; favors or 
protection or immunity for his relatives or

friends may have been promised, with a grim 
opposite assured if he did not return. 


His quoted statements don’t ring true. He 
seems to be reciting some creed spelled out for 
him. 


Thousands of East Germans and others gre 
crossing, or trying to cross, ihe curtain bound­ 
ary every day coming in this direction. It is not 
often that the Communists get a chance to play 
up a migration eastward, especially by a notable 
person.

BAN FRANCISCO 0F> - A doc­ 
tor fighting st the farthest human 
outposts against death from hope­ 
less cancar declares he is confi­ 
dent drugs win be found to con­ 
trol cancers, 
And they may coma within 10 
years. 
The doctor is Michael B. Shim- 
kin, head of a laboratory and hos­ 
pital 
trying 
every 
imaginable 
weapon—even other diseases —to 
stall the advance of cancer. 


THE LICTLE hospital accepts 
only hopeless cancer victims, those 
for whom no one else can do a 
thing. 
These men, women and children 
agree to try the new things. Often 
they win relief from pain. Some­ 
time« they win miraculous extra 
months rf play and work and 
healthy life. 
As yet, none has been cured and 
death overwhelms them all, ex­ 
cept for » few rare ones who have 
lived for years. 
But, says Dr. Shim kin, ”1 have 
complete confidence that chemo­ 
therapeutic agents (drugs) for spe­ 
cific types of cancer will be dis­ 
covered, and that they will be 
effective against cancer and cure 
It. 


"MY GUESS is there win be a 
number of different drugs. No sin­ 
gle chemical wUl affect all types. 
For cancer is a great group of 
diseases." 
As to how long before such drugs 
will be saving humans, *T have no 
crystal ball. But 1C years is a 
sound area" of guessing. 
Dr. ShJUnkin is chief of the Lab­ 
oratory of Experimental Oncology 
Tumors operated jointly by the 
University of California and Na­ 
tional Cancer Institute NCI.' 
It has a 15-bed hospital which 
in five years has treated 500 hope­ 
less cancer patients. 


THE HOSPITAL costing $150,000 
a year is scheduled to be discon­ 
tinued July 1. It has been financed 
primarily by the NCI, with some 
support from the American Can­ 
cer Society.

FRANKFURT, Germany UP) -

away at each other with swords 
for the glory of tradition. 
As far back as 1872, student 
dueling was banned,' 
But Mu el* 
have been going on secretly ever 
since. Some authorities looked the 
other way when clubs met to deal 
out scars. And in parts of West 
Germany this still is the prevail­ 
ing attitude. 
Hi Frankfurt, however, the po- 
Bce Jry hard to halt the duels 
whenever they get wind of them. 


SOME GERMANS * defend the 
practice as no worse than boxing. 
Germans who have seen American 
football think dueling 
is 
fairly 
tame. 
Under strict regulations, serious 
injury is rare and the usual wound 
is a sword cut along the forehead. 
A cheek wound is sometimes in­ 
flicted, but the mas who dished 
it out is automatically disqualified 
in a match,

Secret student duels are held in 
attics of buildings where 
legal 
fencing practice is carried on. That 
way .the 
neighbors 
don’t 
get 
alarmed when they hear the clank 
of steel on steel. 


DUELING RULES are strict» 
than regulations at Alcatraz. 
Both contestants are swathed in 
leather jerkins with metal pro­ 
tection around the heart. Throat 
arteries are covered with thick 
leather wrapping,‘and special eye 
and nose pieces are mandatory. 
Duelists face each other at a 
prescribed distance — about 3 Hi 
feet, or the length of the sword- 
and they mustn’t budge during the 
fight. Blows must be aimed at the 
top of the head. 
Disqualification and glances of 
disapproval go along 
with 
any 
flinching, turning of the head or 
expressions of distaste. 


FIGHTING 16 DONE by rounds,' 
four thrusts to a round, with the 
arms always raised high so that 
the business end of the sword 
slashes downward. Weapons are 
dull except for the final three 
inches, which are honed to a keen 
double edge. 
There must be 30 rounds, or 120 
slashes, before a bout is over— 
unless a contestant is disqualified 
for batting an eye, leaning back­ 
ward or dropping his arm. 
Seconds are on watch at all 
times to make sure everything is 
done according to 
a .tradition 
which began in the days of ar­ 
mored knights. And a doctor with 
a needle and thread is a must.

ABOUT BOXING AND LEGALIZED MURDER' 
Last Friday night's Carter-Collins televised boxing bout 
reminded many fo’ks of the Max Baer Trankie Campbell fight 
several 'ears ago.%They were similar in that the referee in each1 
bout did not intervene when it became obvious that the losing 
fighter was hopelessly outdated and could not defend himself 
capably. And, as a result, Campbell died from injuries admin* 
istered by' Baer; while Collins was somewhat luckier—through no 
fault of the referee and other authorities who thought it was 
perfectly a1! right that Collins was being knocked down 10 times 
in the space of five minutes and 28 seconds. And, a good deal of 
the time Collins could not defend himself, as was quite evident. 
The papers have been filled with pros and eons of Friday's 
fight and we cannot see any reasonable explanation for Referee 
Tommy Rawson’s decision to allow the fight to continue as he did. 
Mrs, Carmel Booth of San Anselmo was one of millions of 
televiewers shocked by Friday s fight. “The carnage in Boston was 
about the worst spectacle the American public has ever seen,” 
Mrs. Booth writes. She is a regular television boxing fan and 
looks forward to each Wednesday and Friday night for the TV 
bouts, but, now, “. . . I feel as though I never again want to see 
a fight," Mrs. Booth exclaimed. 
“I can still hear myself repeating over and over ‘God no, 
pi ease no—©h God help him/" was her reaction to the Massa­ 
chusetts Murder. 
Mrs. Booth continues, “You know many women enjoy boxing 
(and I mean boxing) but, when one is a witness to what amounts 
to legalized murder then it is time to start the ball rolling and 
make the guilty parties to such a deal a symbol of what we as 
sports fans feel should be their just punishment.” 
► Mrs. Booth compared Friday's fight to the fatal Baer- 
Campbell match, "Frankie Campbell was a school mate of mine 
many years ago in San Francisco, and in much the same way a 
referee thought he was the king p m , and a swell kid died." 


AUTHORITIES SHOULD B i BARRED FROM SPORT 
“So,” Mrs. Booth concluded, “I do hope with all my heart 
that somewhere in that so-called illustrious Sure of Mass' there 
is some one with a sense of decency and fair play who will see 
to;it that every person in authority at the ringside Friday night- 
first the referee, then the manager and seconds of that brave 
Jad Collins, and finally the doctor supposedly in attendance-be 
forever barred from the sport that at one time was looked upon 
with honor.” 
Mrs. Booth was probably just as shocked as millions of others 
to find out that “proper” authorities cleared Referee Rawson of 
any negligence. 
Also, Mrs. Booth was probably just as amazed at Referee 
Rawson's statements to the press about why he did not stop the 
fight. Here are some of his cnoice remarks: 
"Xo blow that knocked Collins down was flush—He was 
knocked down every fime by feel-out p u n c h e s I nei>er felt at 
any time that Collins was in danger of being hurt. . 
“While 
wiping off his gloies after the first nine knockdowns, I yelled in 
his ear, *Can you continuef Each time he replied, 'Yes, Tm fine.'" 
True, Rawson had the best view of the fight, but, he can't 
convince this department that Collins never was in danger of 
being hurt, and that those were “feel-out” punches that literally 
lifted the young Boston battler right off the canvas. It is quite 
possible that Collins did contend he was “fine” after each knock­ 
down, but, also it is a well-known fact that Collins is one of 
the most courageous and cocky men in the business. Maybe 
. Rawson was waiting for him to take it on the Arthur Duffy and 
yell back over his shoulder “I quit, I quit”. 
Syl DeMaestn, a TV boxing fan out San Ansclmo way, dis­ 
agrees with those who say last Friday's fight will kill boxing, 
“just think of all the publicity that fight got” he said, “people 
who didn't see boxing before will go to see the matches now.” 
Ffe also reasoned that “If baseball got that kind of publicity 
they'd pack 'em in the stadiums. What baseball needs is a guy 
with a bat to chase the umpire around” Syl suggested, but, he said 
nowadays if a guy shakes his fist they fine him 100 bucks.”

NCAA Maps 
1953 TV 
Grid Schedule 


KANSAS CITY UP)—The college 
football teams that attracted the 
greatest television audiences last 
season may not appear on the net­ 
works next f&ll if the program pro­ 
posed by the 1953 National Collegi­ 
ate Athletic Association Television 
Committee is carried to the limit, 
Jhe new plan, released yesterday, 
has been sent to the NCAA mem­ 
ber colleges for approval. It will go 
into effect when it gets a two-thirds 
ma jority by a mail vote. With a few 
exceptions, it is much the same as 
the one-game-a-week television pro­ 
gram of 1952. 
In drawing up the conditions, the 
committee specified that **in the 
selection of games, preference will 
be given to colleges which did not 
participate in network telecasting in 
1952." 
That would seem to rule out such 
top-flight teams as Notre Dame, 
Oklahoma, Michigan State, Ala­ 
bama, Princeton and Southern Cali­ 
fornia along with the others which 
were part of the 11-game TV pro­ 
gram last fall. 
The sponsors, however, have the 
last word about what games they 
want to show—subject to the com­ 
mittee's approval and the principles 
laid down—and it is hard to im­ 
agine a sponsor passing up the Notre 
Dame-Oaklahoma game for a lesser 
attraction on the seme day. 
The principal difference between 
the 1953 plan and the one followed 
in 1952 is that the new one calls for 
a “panorama experiment*1 on two car 
three dates. Instead of televising 
one game in its entirety, parts of 
four games at widely separated geo­ 
graphical locations would be shown. 
Probably one quarter of each game 
would be aired. 
Another change is that at least 
one of the 10 or 11 complete games 
televised must originate in each of 
the eight NCAA districts. Lack of 
facilities made it impossible to put 
on games played In the Southwest 
and mountain states areas last fall. 
The 1953 program calls for net­ 
work television on 12 Saturdays— 
probably from Sept. 19 through Dec. 
5—and Thanksgiving Day. Postsea­ 
so n games aren’t included and games 
played on other days are affected 
only in that the one-appearance rule 
shall apply and permission must be 
obtained for telecasting such games. 
The one-appearance rule limits 
each team to a single appearance 
on network television, including the 
panorama experiment, in any one 
season. Provision is made for sellout 
exceptions and for local television 
of small college games.
